Democratic Fight to Last All

The Harrison democrats insisted more 
strongly than ever yesterday that National 
Committeeman Roger Sullivan would be with 
them at the showdown and the ex-mayor 
nominated.

Out of all the claims and counter claims 
the thing which seems most probable is thaf 
the democratic quarrel is not going to be 
settled until the caucus, which will be held 
the night before Saturday's city convention. 
This is Sullivan's plan, and all the indica- 
tions are that he will have his way about it, 
In the meantime both sides can keep on 
claiming his support if they want to for all 
ke seems to care. : 


Dark Horse Talk Dies Out. 


There was not so much talk about @ark 
horses yesterday as there had been. It is 
generally understood the thing has gone too 
far as between Harrison and Dunne for any 
euch result. The two names most mentioned 
have been those of Charles T. Wacker and 
Andrew J. Graham. Mr. Wacker was ap- 
proached by a number of democrats two 
weeks ago, before he went to New York, and 
he told them he would not be a candidate. 
He has given a similar answer on two pre- 
vious occasions in former years when at- 
tempts were made to get him torun. It was 
a knowledge of this which induced James 
Aloysius Quinn, in whose ward Mr. Wacker 
lives, to remark yesterday: 

* It’s down to Harrison and Wacker now, 
and Wacker won't run.’’ 

Mr. Graham was asked last evening as to 
his candidacy, and replied: “I know noth- 
ing about it except what I have read in the 
newspapers.”’ 

** Are you a candidate?” 

“ No.” 

Sullivan Favors Delay. 


The Sullivan plan to defer everything until 
the ante-convention caucus is intended, 
among other things, to save primary fights. 
He wants the various committeemen to be 
let alone in their wards on primary day and 
then, when they have their delegates elected, 
decide how they shall vote. In this he will 
not have his way. There will be primary 
fights in more than half the wards in the 
eity, and if Tom Little persists in his present 
position it is possible that Sullivan may 
himself may have to make a fight in his own 
ward, the Fourteenth. That he could carry 
it against Little is conceded on all hands, 
and unless Little ls wrongly judged he will 
probably yield at the last moment and let 
Sullivan name the delegates without opposi- 
tion. 

In the Thirteenth ward, however, the na- 
tional committeeman will undoubtedly have 
to contest for the delegates, but then there 
always is a contest in that ward. 


Harrison Men in Conference. 


Carter H. Harrison was at his headquarters 
in the Grand Pacific in the afternoon and in 
consultation with him were William Loeffler, 
John J. Hayes, Tom Carey, and a number of 
others of his friends. It was after this con- 
ference that the claim was so confidently 
made that when the time came it would be 
found that Roger Sullivan and what delegates 
he can muster would be on the Harrison side. 
It was not claimed, however, that Sullivan 
would declare himself much, if any, before 
the caucus of Friday night. Under these con- 
ditions, the plan of holding a roundup of the 
Harirson followers has been abandoned.

ionable neighborhood. 

Carey has been organizing these old timers, 
who are better than green hands at a pri- 
mary, ard also has the active aid of ex-In- 
spector of Police Hunt, who is none too 
friendly to Dunne on account of his recent 
removal from the force. Hunt is consider- 
able of a political power in the ward yet, and 
altogether Carey thinks he will be able to 
make a hole in the Sixth ward delegation and 
consequent trouble for the manager of Mayor 
Dunne’s campaign. 


Kunz May Not Deliver. 

From the Sixteenth ward comes the sad 
news that perhaps Stanley Kunz may not be 
able to bring in the delegates to the conven- 
tion. For years Stanley has done as he 
pleased with the delegates from this terri- 
tory, but this year a primary fight is on in the 
ward and Kunz may not only lose the dele- 
gates to the city convention but the nomina- 
tion for alderman as well.

Head of City’s Law Department to 
Auswer Council Tonight, Recount- 
ing His Personal Achievements by 
Way of Apology for Lack of Re- 
sults from I. M. 0. Followers and 
Other Supporters of Mayor Who 
Have Been Placed on His Pay Roll, 


Corporation. Counsel James Hamilton 
Lewis, in his graceful manner, will under- 
take to defend’ Mayor Dunne tonight in the 
city council. | 

He will answer the charge that the mayor 
has turned into the rich pasturage of the cor- 
poration counsel's office a large number of 
political followers, whose ability chiefly is 
found in bringing in ward indorsements for 
the mayor or bolstering up hig I. M. O. policy. 

It is suspected that the personal achieve- 
ments of Col. Lewis will be related as some- 
thing of an apology for the men who have 
achieved nothing except to burden the pay 
roll and caused a charge to be made that the 
office is extravagant and inefficient. 

The report by Col. Lewis will be in response 
to a resolution introduced at a recent meet- 
ing of the council calling for a detailed state- 
ment of the names and compensation of all 
persons either on the regular or special pay 
rolls of the office. -

Work Negative in Character. 

For the last two weeks subordinates of the 
corporation counsel have been industriously 
at work collecting the various vouchers and 
preparing a list of the hundreds of employés’ 
—reguilar and special—of the department. 
This has been a voluminous task, 

There hag not been much difficulty, it-is 
understood, in. preparing a statement of the 
amount of work performed by the I. M. O. 
followers of the mayor who have been re- 
warded by fat fees for their politica! in- 
fluence. Much of this work was of negative 
character. 

Col. Lewis has refused! to discuss his forth- 
coming report in any way, beyond stating 
that it will comply with the resolution intro- 
duced in the council) by Ald.

Results Due to Lewis’ Efforts. 

From the inquiries that have been made of 
Col. Lewis’ assistants, however, it is known 
that the report likely will enumerate a num- 
ber of important cases that have been won 
by the corporation counsel. 

One of these cages, it will be assumed, will 
be that of the contractors, Weir & McKech- 
ney, who had secured a verdict for $550,000 
damages against the city, amounting, with 
extras, to nearly $700,000. The judgment was 
reversed through the efforts of Corporation 
Counsel Lewis, assisted by Francis W. 
Walker and T. J. Sutherland. 

In another case a judgment for $650,000 
against the city had been obtained by th- 
West Chicago Street railway as damages 
growing out of the city’s attempt to cause the 
traction company to remove the Van Buren 
street tunnel. This was taken to the Sv- 
preme court of the United States by Col. 
Lewis, who had the assistance of Granville 
Browning, who had tried the case in the 
lower courts under Mayor Harrigon. The 
judgment was reversed by the Supreme 
court, which held that the railway company 
had to move the tunnel at its own expense. 


Dunne’s “Experts’’ Not Consulted. 


In the case against the Illinois Tunnel com- 
pany, an effort to secure taxes, after the 
board of review had refused to tax the cor- 
poration on the‘ground that the tunnels were 
in the streets and there was no law under 
which they could be taxed, Corporation 
Counsel Lewis, without “ special’ assist- 
ance, secured a reversal of the decision, 


MASSMEETING IS PLANNED 
IN INTEREST OF TRACTION. 


Able Speakers Will Urge on Voters the 
Importance of Improvement of Car 
Service at Once. 


The work of organizing the campaign in 
support of the street car ordinances will be 
undertaken this week by the joint committee 
of the Commercial association and the real 
estate board. A great massmeeting and the 
unification of the efforts of all the organiza- 
tions interested are the features of the pro- 
jected plans. 

Chairman Frederick Bode has called a 
meeting of the joint committee for today for 
the consideration of the campaign work. It 
is suggested that the massmeeting be held 
in the Auditorium during the last week of 
the mayoralty campaign and that the ordi- 
nances be made the subject of a comprehen- 
sive discussion by the ablest speakers ob- 
tainable. 

All improvement, neighborhood, commer- 
cial, and other organizations will be invited 
to send delegatés to the meeting, and forma] 
action will be taken for the guidance of 
voters in passing on the ordinances at the 
polis, 

Mayor Dunne views the efforts of the com- 
mittee in an unfriendly light. He is prepar- 
ing to oppose the adoption of the ordinances, 
but_in what way he refused to divulge. The 
degree of his opposition will depend on 
whether the democratic convention next Sat- 
urday leaves him and the traction question 
in politics together. 

There may be some echoes of traction itn 
the city council’s meeting tonight. Ald. Ko- 
hout is threatening to bring up again his de- 
mand that the operation proposition be put 
on the ballot. His resolution to that effect 
was sent to the committee on local transpor- 
tation, where it still reposes. 

A resolution introduced in the federation of 
labor by J. H. Larkin, president of the north 
and west side street car men’s union, awak- 
ened a bitter discussion, in which the alder- 
men who voted for the measures were re- 
ferred to as “ legalized robbers.’ One dele- 
gate suggested that the federation buy ‘* 10,- 
000 feet of three-quarter inch rope for emer- 
gency purposes.” The resolutions urged 
union men to work incessantly for the defeat 
of the traction ordinances at the polls. 

Another resolution, instructing the legisla- 
tive committee of the federation to codperate 
with the joint referendum committee along 
these lines, was adopted. 

Delegate Herbert Miller of the teachers’ 
union compared the industrial class to an 
army whose officers ** are trying to surrender 
us to Wall street.” 

The letter sent to the federation by thereal 
estate board, urging indorsement of the car 
ordinances, was denounced as an insult to 
the mental capacity of the delegates.

The amusement park was 
to occupy twenty-one acres, belonging tothe 
Billings estate, between Montrose boulevard 
and Sunnyside avenue.

Man of Remarkable Memory. 

As Ringrose was a descendent of a wealthy 
family in England, named Edward after the 
present king of England, with whom his 
father is said to have been on friendly terms, 
was a&° man of refined bearing and tastes 
and the possessor of a remarkable mind, 
his ignoble end comes with especial tragic 
meaning. He claimed to be the only man 
allve who could repeat the entire poem of 
“ Paradise Lost.” : 

He prided himself on his remarkable 
memory. He could repeat the entire service 
of the Episcopal church, an@ was remarkably 
well versed in the history of his native coun- 
try. In the quiet of his recluse life he made 
the long hours tolerable by reciting the 
stretches of Milton’s poem that he loved 
the best. 

Unto the end Ringrose had one friend. It 
was Dr. Francis Eaton Burnett, who lives 
at Hyde Park hotel. Dr. Burnett will bury 
the body today in Mount Greenwood cemetery 
and will be the principal witness at the in- 
quest. Ringrose told much of his past life 
to Dr. Burnett, and it has been corroborated 
by the doctor through correspondence with 
English relatives of the man. 


Relatives to Be Notified. 

“He promised me always he would write 
to his. brother in Hull, England, and per- 
haps return to his old home,” said Dr. Bur- 
nett, “ but he kept putting it off from day to 
day until now it’s too late. I shall communi- 
cate with his relatives as soon as possible."’ 

Ringrose left his home in Hull, England, 
shortly after his father’s death thirty-six 
years ago. His father was Sir Christopher 
Ringrose, a wealtay shipbuilder. Practically 
the entire estate fell to the eldest son, Lionel.

USE OF ANTITOXIN URGED 
ON DIPHTHERIA’S FIRST DAY. 


Health Department Says No Child Has 
Ever Died When Treatment Has Been 


Promptly Given. 


In the weekly bulletin issued by the health 

department for the week ending Saturday 
particular stress is laid on the value of anti- 
toxin in fighting dipatheria. The bulletin 
says: - “ 
? No child ever did die—no child ever will 
die of diphtheria to whom a full dose of anti- 
toxin is administered on the first day of the 
disease. 

‘‘ Reports for the week show a continued 
decrease in the number of infectious dis- 
eases. The number of cases of diphtheria 
reported was 150, being sixty fewer than was 
reported the previous week. Scarlet fever 
cases reported numbered 386, a reduction 
from the previous week of 234. Of measles 
180 cases were reported—a decrease of four- 
teen. The total number of infectious dis- 
eases for the week was 704—324 fewer than 
was reported the preceding week.”’ 

The death rate for the Week was 17.27, the 
total number being 698. Pneumonia caused 
150 deaths; consumption 72, influenza 16. 
One person committed suicide and 21 were 
victims of violence.

STEAMERS CRASH; | 
FOURTEEN PERISH 
British Vessels Collide in 


Heavy Seas Off Coast 
of Cardiff. 


ONLY SIX GET TO RAFT. 
One Dies from Exhaustion Be- 
fore Rescue Is Made by 
Tugboats. 


CARDIFF, Feb. 17.—Fourteen fpertons 
met death in a collision on Saturday at 
midnight between the British steamer Hell- 
opolis and the British steamer Orianda. 
Among the.dead was the latter vessel's cap- 
tain. The Orianda, which was bound out- 
ward from Penarth, sank. The Heliopolis 
put into this port with its bows damaged. 

The night was clear, but a gale was blowing 
with a heavy sea running. The Orianda, 
which was coal laden for Spezzia, was struck 
@etween the engine room and the stoke hole 
and so badly damaged that it immediately 
‘began to fill. It heeled over and sank within 
half an hour. 
without rendering assistance. 


Thirteen Go Down with Steamer. 
The captain mustered all of the Orianda’s 
nineteen men on deck. Each was given a 
life belt and jumped into the sea. Six of 
them reached a waterlogged lifeboat, the 
only boat it was possible to launch. The 
others had been smashed in the collision.

A cable message 
announcing his death was received in Chi- 
cago in the afternoon by R. A. Burnett, local 
treasurer of the society.

Col. Olcott had been ill since last June. 
having never fully recovered from an attack 
of pneumonia in Paris. His enfeebled condi- 
tion was apparent when he came to Chicago 
last summer to preside at the national! con- 
vention of the society. 

News of the death was announced last 
evening at a meeting of the Chicago Theoso- 
phists at their headquarters in the Athenzum 
building and was received with sorrow, for 
Col. Olcott, even more than the Russian 
woman, Mme. Blavatsky, was given the 
credit for the growth of theosophy through- 
out the world, and it was said to be due to his 
capacity for organization as well as —is 
mental and physical vigor. 


Founded Order in 1875. 

Col. Olcott, who was 76 years old, founded 
the order and became its president on Nov. 
17, 1875, in New York. Three years iater he 
and Mme. Blavatsky went to India for the 
upbuilding of the association. Mme. Blg- 
vatsky died in 18¥1. 

Col. Olcott was born in America and was 
a lawyer by profession when he became a 
soldier in the civil war. The formation of 
the Theosopical society was the outgrowth 
of a friendehip formed during the exploita- 
tion of the *‘ Eddy "’ ghosts in Vermont, just 
after the close of the war. Col. Olcott, on ac- 
count of His interest in psychical research, 
was sent to the Eddy farm by one of the 
New York newspapers. The published state- 
ments brought a pilgrimage of hundreds of 
people to the farm, and Mme. Blavatsky was 
among them. Later the organization was 
suggested at one of the gatherings in Mme. 


Blavatsky’s parlors. 
Leave London for India. 


A lodge was subsequently formed in Lon- 


don, but progress in corffmercial centers it 
was found was so slow. that Col. Olcott and 
Mme. Blavatsky decided to go to India and 
work back into the busy world. In the at- 
mosphere of the east the society thrived. 

The headquarters of the organization in- 
clude twenty acres on the banks of the Adzar 
river, which is a mile and a half from the 
Bay of Bengal. There are theosophical so- 
cieties in forty-two countries, but perhaps 
the most effective work of Col. Olcott was 
in uniting various Buddhist sects in the 
orient. He supported himself entirely from 
the sales of the Theosophist magazine and 
contributed to the extension of the society 
by gifts of money. He was credited with 
some remarkable cures.

It is yet too early to determine the exact cause of the accident at Bronx Park 
Saturday evening, but two things are certain—it cannot be attributed to high speed or 
to the fact that the train was propelled by electrical power. . 

Passengers during the exciting moments immediately following the disaster 
have thade conflicting estimates concerning the rate of speed at which the train was 
moving, ‘some placing it as Ingh as 70 or 80 miles an hour. 
it would not alone be sufficient cause, because such speed is attained regularly by 
railroads throughout the country every day of the year. 

A most significant fact is that the accident occurred on a sharp curve. 
repeatedly called attention to the fact that the trackage of the old steam systems is 
not suited to electrical equipment, because he frequency of curve on these lines does 
ermit:‘of the high speed which electrical power is capable of making with safety.

OVERTAXED MAIL MACHINERY. 
There are many things which seem to 


warrant the conclusion that the machin- 
ery of the United States postoffice is being 
taxed almost to the point of breakdown. 


When conditions are normal there is con- 


staut complaint on the part of postmasters 
and citizens that the service is inadequate 


to the demands made upon it. It is a 
common newspaper item that the officials 
of a city are seeking more clerks and car- 
riers or larger appropriations for some 
needed improvement or other. It is equal- 
ly common to find mention of complaints 


of business men that a community 
slighted by the government. There seems 


to be a constant pressure upon the Wash- 

ington authorities for larger outlays. 
Any disturbance of the normal condi- 

tions brings congestion and délays. The 


ewamping of offices in December by what 


la called “the holiday mail” is generally 
recognized as a sort of inevitable accom- 
paniment of Christmas time. Even such 


An occasion as Valentine day sometimes 


upsets the whole routine of the postal 
system. As population increases in the 
country the interest in the observance of 
such a day becomes greater. With thou- 
sands of dealers engaged in the sale of the 
little tokens of remembrance the number 


of buyers is so large that the carriers and 


clerks cannot possibly Randle the increase 
in the mail thus occasioned. 

In San Francisco it is said that the de- 
livery of 25,000 valentines was delayed a 
day because the overworked clerks refused 
to handle them until the postmaster called 
all the employés before him and threatened 
discharge for every one who failed to 
work in clearing up -this surplus mail. 
The'same dispatch which told of the in- 
cident gave the added information that 
overtime work is not rewarded by the 
a Hence that work is unpopu- 
ar, 

The same condition of overtaxed ma- 
chinery is illustrated by the attitude of 
the carriers of Butte, Mont., who find it 
impossible to make the pay allowed by the 
government meet the actual sexpenses of 
living. Their ultimatum, “More pay or 
we all resign on March 1,” might be re- 
peated in many another place where dis- 
content is rife and where the staff of 
workers is constantly shifting because. of 
the resignations of those who cannot make 
a living out of the government work. 
Such a condition is not due to agitation 
or unrest. It tells of postal appropriations 
which are too scanty for the needs of 
the rapidly increasing population of the 
country and the enormous development in 
business attendant upon the national 
prosperity. The mail service is of such 
vital importance to the welfare of the 
people that its needs should be abundant- 
ly provided for. 


NO SIGNS OF PENITENCE. 

Mr. Shonts, being practically out of the 
canal commission and the government 
service, feels at liberty to make a plea for 
the distressed railroads of the country. 
They need money, he says, to make neces- 
sary extensions and improvements, which 
should have been done before this, but 
find it almost impossible to get money be- 
cause of the alleged inflamed state of the 
public mind. The small investor holds 
aloof. Perhaps he is discouraged, though 
Mr. Shonts does not suggest that, by the 
ruling high prices for railroad securities. 
It may also be, though Mr. Shonts does 
not mention it, that at this prosperous 
period the demand for money is so great 
as to explain the Inability of the rail- 
roads, which are suddenly asking for a 
great deal, to get with ease what they 
want. 

Mr. Shonts cries, “ Let us have peace.” 
He thinks there is a fair compromise 
measure by which it can be obtained. He 
would have the. “eminent financiers and 


}eaptains of industry codperate with the 


president to bring about better corporate 
practices.” The financiers and captains, 
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agree on their own behalf and that of 
their successors to, abandon practices 
which they no longer need. Mr. Shonts 
has a lively imagination. He can see in 
his mind’s eye Mr. Ryan, Mr. Rogers, Mr. 
Morgan, and other eminent citizens sitting 
down with Mr. Roosevelt and elaborating 
reformed and purified methods of corpo- 
rate management. : 

The unimaginative maa cannot, like Mr. 
Shonts, hear these eminent citizens saying 
to the president, “ We will uphold your 
hands not merely in enforcing existing 
laws but in asking gu*h others as are nec- 
essary to prevent wrongdoing.””’ The pub- 
lic has heard from them no expressions 
of sorrow for their past offenses. When- 
ever they have visited the president it has 
been for the purpose of asking him to re- 
frain from what they called ‘‘ unfriendly ” 
legislation, which the public has regarded 
as salutary legislation. If they had ac- 
cepted cheerfully the laws devised to put 
an end to objectionable corporate prac- 
tices, popular feeling would have subsided 
and the agitator and demagogue have 
been disarmed. 

Mr. Shonts says the question whether 
the outstanding securities of the railroads 
are watered or not ‘‘depends largely on 
the point of view.” From his point of 
view they are not. Fram that of the pub- 
lie they are. But most men are willing to 
condone the stock watering offenses of the 
past, provided they are not repeated. 
There is no assurance that they will not 
be repeated if the roads remain in the 
hands of unscrupulous eminent financiers 
who use them for «peculative purposes. 
That is why legislation to prevent stock, 
watering is so much needed. 

That such legislation’ would be hurtful 
to the roads—would make it harder for 
them to raise money when they need it in 
order to handle the increasing volume of 
traffic—cannot be admitted. 
with Mr. Shonts is that he is not an im- 
partial observer. He sees the subject ex- 
clusively from. the point of view of the 
veteran railroad manager. He cannot rid 
himself of the notion that if the railroads 
are not allowed to have everything pretty 
much their own way the consequences 
will be disastrous. But the disasters 
which have visited the American railroads 
in the past have not beer due to legisla- 
tive interference. They have been largely 
due to the reckless. methods and the lack 
of foresight of the men who controlled 
the ronds. The restraints of salutary leg- 
islation cannot be harmful.

THE STATE AND THE ORANGE. 

Moved by an emotion of commendable 
pride in its products the state of Califor- 
nia has decided to set apart the first day 
of March as Orange day. On this day 
every loyal Californian will be expected 
to eat one or more oranges, and it is 
earnestly requested that friends in distant 
states follow the same rule in compliment 
to the commonwealth and in evidence of 
their good feeling. While there may be 
some persons who do not like oranges, or 
are disagreeably affected thereby, it is as- 
sumed that for one day in the year they 
will forget their dislike and temporize 
with their tastes. 

The fact that the hue of the orange sug- 
gests the oriental yellow has not ap- 
parently diminished the extent of the 
honor accorded to it, The Californian is 
extremely proud of the products of his 
state, and having adopted an erange col- 
ored flower, the eschscholtzia, as the state 
floral emblem, it is quite natural that he 
should set apart a day for the further 
glorification of the orange. Such evidences 
of local pride are always commendable, 
and while the Californian has his native 
wine, his olives, his monstrous beets, and 
other prolific products to glorify, it is 
fitting that he should select the succulent 
and harmless orange as the object of spe- 
cial adoration. 

It is felicitous also that this tribute to a 
notable product should be proffered at a 
time when the public mind has been rent 
and distracted by emotions of a violent and 
disagreeable nature. How much more har 
monious and agreeable to popular refiec- 
tion is Orange day than Japanese exclu- 
sion day or a period of time set apart for 
recalling the memories of earthquakes or 
other disagreeable disturbances. Who can 
fail on the first day of March, although 
unhappily for the superstitious it falls on 
Friday, to eat an orange in pleasant com- 
memoration of the beneficence of nature, 
assuming, of course, that dealers will not 
take advantage of loyalty and fellowship 
to advance the price and thus’in an unholy 
manner increase the revenues? 

Orange day bids fair to become to the 
golden fruit of the tree what Waster day 
is to the modest and nutritious egg. It 
must be taken as meaning something more 
than an economic attempt to dispose of a 
surplus crop. It is recognition of nature's 
golden gift to the Golden state, dutiful 
homage of an appreciative. and grateful 
people. On this day may the oranges be 
ever sweet and the prices reasonable.

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ING OSCAR’S new minister plenipo- 


kr comes to this country with ex- 

periences that are assuredly unique 

among the members of the fore 
diplomatic corps accredited to the United 
States. For after serving for a time as sub- 
altern in the smartest regiment of Swedish 
cavalry he retired in order to join the Sal- 
vation army. He remiained with the latter 
a number of years, attained high rank under 
Gen. Booth, and had charge for @ time of 
the operations of the army in India and in 
China. Some of his missionary experiences 
in. the interior of China were strange, 
not to say exciting, and his career in the far 
orient was replete with adventure. Finally 
he quarreled with Gen. Booth, resenting 
the attempts-of the home Office in London 
to interfere with his course of action with- 
out a proper knowledge of the conditions of 
the country, threw up his commission, and 
returned to Sweden, completely severing his 
connection with the Salvationists. 

King Oscar and the crown pfince, both of 
whom had known him well as a cavalry offi- 
cer, were much interested with all he had 
to tell of conditione in the orient when he 
reached Stockholm, and, believing that the 
knowledge of Asia which he had ac- 
quired ag miseionary would be of ad- 
vantage to the government, secured for 
him an appointment in the diplomatic 
service. There his promotion was ¢x- 
tremely rapid. He was found to be an ex- 
ceptionally useful man, and now Is sent to 
Washington as one of the most capable and 
rising members of the diplomatic service of 
King Oscar.

It must be borne in mind that In Sweden 
more than in any other country of the world 
the Salvation army secured a hold upon the 
wealthy and titled classes.

Prince Louise de Faucigny Lucinge et de 
Coligny, whose death has just taken place at 
Paris in his eightieth year, was a granceon 
of the ill fated royal duc de Berry, and 4 
great grandson therefore of King Charlies xX. 
of France. It may be remembered that when 
the duc de Berry was assassinated in Feb- 
ruary, 1820, at the Opéra at Paris, he con- 
fided just before he expired the two daugh- 
ters born to him of his union with Amy 
Brown to his uncle, King Louis XVIIL, and 
to his father, afterward Charlies X. The king 
settled handsome fortunes upon them, cre- 
ating one of them Countess Yseoudun and the 
other countess de Vierzon in their own right. 
They were respectively 13 and 14 years of 
age at the time of their father’s assassina- 
tion, and were by his side when he died. 
Charlotte, countess of Yssoudun, subse- 
quently became the wife of the prince de 
Faucigny Lucinge, while her sister Louise, 
Countess Vierzon, married shortly afterward 
Baron Athanasius de Charette, father of the 
now living Gen. Baron de Charette, who 
played so gallant a role in command of the 


at the head of his Breton Mobilee in the 
Franco-German war. He is married to Mise 
Polk of the well known Tennessee family of 
that name, which furnished to the United 
States .ite eleventh president. Gen. de 
Charette always has been treated by the 
Bourbon Orleans as a near and dear kins- 
man, and Princess Helene, sister of the duke 
of Orleans, prior to her marriage to the Ital- 
jan duke of Aosta, was wont to make long 
stays with the general and with his Amer- 
ican wife, accompanying them on several oo- 
casions to Rome.

Charlotte, Countess Yssoudun, who mar- 
ried the prince de Lucinge, had five chil- 
dren, the second of whom, Prince Louis, has 
just died. His elder brother, Prince Charles, 
the head of the Lucinge family, still sur- 
vives, and has a number of children, his son, 
Prince Guy, being married to Mercedes Terry 
of New York, daughter of the late Antonio 
Terry, and stepchild, therefore, of Sybil Gan- 
derson. Princess Guy's own mother was 
Miss Grace Secor of New York, ‘and aiter 
her father’s death was a ward of Francis 
Egerton Webb and of Henry L. Sp.ague of 
New York until her marriage. 

The house of Lucinge-Faucigny is one of 
the oldest of the nobility of Savoy, and its 
family tree shows many matrimonial alli- 
ances with the now reigning dynasty of Italy. 
The original name was Fuciniaci, which has 
been Gallicized into Faucigny, and the name 
of Lucinge came to it 800 years ago through 
marriage. The princely title in reality #@ 
Sardinian one, and it was only in 1828 that 
King Charlea X., for the sake of his grand- 
daughter, consented to recognize her hus- 
band’s foreign title as a French one. 

One of Prince Guy’s brothers, a nephew 
and namesake of the old prince who has just 
died, is now married to the daughter of the 
Odesea-Parisian-Jewish corn broker and 
speculator, Michael Ephrussi, a granddaugh- 
ter, therefore, of the late Baron Alphonse 
Rothschild of Paris. His previous marriage 
to Raphaela Cahen, daughter of the Paris 
banker of that name, was an unhappy one, 
which, after all kinds of domestic and finan- 
cial squabbles, ultimately culminated in a 
separation, the prince having taken the high 
and lofty ground that it was perfectly pre- 
posterous to contract a mésalliance by wed- 
ding the daughter of a pilebeian banker if 
the latter would not even pay hie Gaughter’s 
billa.

As to Amy Brown, to whom reference has 
been made above, she was the daughter of 
an English clergyman, the Rev. John L. 
Brown, and contracted a secret ecclesiasti- 
cal marriage with the royal duc de Berry 
during the latter’s exile in England. This 
marriage was not recognized ag lega] in 
France after the Bourbon restoration, owing 
to its having failed to receive the sanction 
of the duke’s father and of his uncle, King 
Louis XVIII., and he was compelled, there- 
fore, for dynastic reasons to wed, during the 
lifetime of Amy Brown, Princess Caroline 
of Bourbon, daughter of the king of Naples, 
who a few months after his assassination 
gave birth to a son, known throughout his 
life as the duke of Bordeaux and ag the 
comte de Chambord, and who as a ghild 
reigned for a few houre over France es King 
Henry V. after the abdication in his favor 
by his grandfather, Charles X. Amy Brown 
survived until a ripe old age, dying as re- 
cently as 1876, that is to say, more than half 
a century subsequent to the murder of the 
duke.

Besides these two daughters, to whom I 
have made reference above, Amy had three 
sons by the duke. The youngest of them 
used to be known by the name of George 
Brown, and died a Catholic in 1882 at Passy, 
in the suburbs of Paris, in the enjoyment 
of a handsome annuity settled upon him by 
hie half-brother, the comte de Chambord, 
leaving no children. His two elder broth- 
ers, John and Robert, were registered for 
some mysterious reason under the maternal 
grandmother’s name of Freeman, and 
up under the care of their mother’s father, 
the clergyman in England, as Protestants 
and as English subjects. Robert died, but 
John, after serving in the British navy, re- 
tired with the rank of lieutenant, and mar- 
ried in Switzerland a daughter of the baron 
de Blonay. He died at Zurich in 1866, leav- 
ing six children, one of his sons being mar- 
ried to the daughter of Prince Louis of Bour- 
bon. 


In one word, the descendants of the union 
of the duc de Berry and Amy Brown. have 
contributed not one but several 
the romance of the illustrious and historic

If you wish a good, hearty laugh, see “‘ Mr. 
Hopkinson” at the Grand opera house.’ It is 
the farce by R. C. Carton which has kept 
London amused for two years and which last 
season performed the same kind office for 
New York. That it will find favor with the 
Chicago public also is reasonably certain, if 
last evening’s audience at the Grand may be 
taken as a criterion. For that audience sat 
keenly alert for full three hours and received 
the performance with the chuckles, the broad 
grins, and the roars of laughter which mean 
success for any farce, 

The play itself has to do with people none 
of whom is especially admirable if the stand- 
ards of common honesty and true morality 
be applied to them, but they are folk who 
are clever, who dregs well, who observe all 
the outward forms of elegance and refine- 
ment, and who talk and act in exceedingly 
entertaining fashion. In a word they are the 
high class society folk as the stage knows 
them—people who live according to laws and 
principles entirely of their own framing, who 
break the majority of the ten command- 
ments, but who, whatever else they may do, 
never become ill mannered or common. 

Into a circle of such fluttering, soulless, 
gorgeous society butterfiles a biundcering 
beetle in the form of ‘a dull witted, small 
soured clerk who suddenly has come into 
large wealth tries to make his way. He is 
received with gladness because of the golden 
wings that bear him, but he is robbed of his 
gold just as rapidly as is possible, and only 
when he finally rebels, and ali the piane for 
further déspoiling of him fail, does he real- 
ize hig mistake, and his showy associates 
flit away from him. 

Mr. Hopkinson is the name of the young 
clerk, and it is into the circle led by: the duke 
and duchess of Braceborough that he is in- 
troduced by an admirer of the duchesa. He 
is a true “bounder’”’ in his hopeless common- 
ness and social impossibleness, but the titled 
folk accept him because he has an income of 
$750,000 a year, and the duchess hopes to 
find In him a suitable husband for her niece, 
Lady Thyra, who has been “ out ” for three 
seasons under her chaperonage, but has not 
yet landed a marital mate. The bleeding of 
Mr. Hopkinson and the attempt to make him 
approximately acceptable in society go on 
for six months, and his marriage to Lady 
Thyra is set for the morrow, when the young 
woman herseif loses all patience with his 
outlandish commonness and elopes with an 
old time friend and lover. Mr. Hopkinson 
is deserted by all who have fleeced him, and 
finds consolation and happiness with Eliza 
Dibbs, the iady’s maid, with whom he had 
hada ‘‘ past’’ before he cameinto his money, 
amd who has pureuved him even into the gso- 
called good society into which he had tried 
to force himself.

Of late years the business 
on the Pacific Coast has been particularly good, while 
the South and Southwest have been fields of great 
activity. With the passing of oak from the Michigan 
forests an ample supply has been secured from the 
South and Southwest: Birch still eontinues to come 
from Northern Michigan, Wisconsin and Canada.

During the present 
era of good times Western manufacturers -have put 
forth prodigious efforts to produce goods equal to any 
made abroad, and in this they have met success. 
It is now claimed by experts that Western furniture 
is in an artistic way not inferior to that produced in 
any part of the world, while in the quality of material 
and in durability it sometimes excels. In all the 
classic lines this is true and European manufacturers 
are sending representatives here to study out the 
methods by which such results have been obtained. 
Taking the furniture manufactories of Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, all of which are largely 
represented in the Chicago trade, as the Western 
field, that field is in the first place in the world’s 
production. 

Every year for the past ten years there have been 


sold within the borders of the United States 600,000 
school desks. The regularity of sales is remarkable, 
the figures for any one year not varying 50,000 from 
this average. Of these 600,000 school desks, Chicago 
sells 90 per cent, or 540,000. No like volume of 
business can be shown in the world in a particular 
line of furniture making, nor has any other place 
such a natural monopoly. Whenever a school. board 
decides to buy new desks there is only one place to 
go, and that is Chicago.

STARTLING GROWTH IN METAL BEDS. 

Had not the centennial of the Fourth of July been 
celebrated with a World’s Fair at Philadelphia in 
1876, the manufacture of brass and iron beds might 
not today be one of the great industries of Chicago. 
The territory within 100 miles of this city might not 
be supplying do per cent of all the metal beds sold in 
the United States, without counting a big foreign 
trade. Up to the time of the Centennial practically 
no brass or iron beds were made in the United States. 
When people of fashion desired a brass bed, it had to 


here to sell their goods during these exposition times 
and maintain extensive agencies during the rest of the 
year. The most reliable figures obtainable show sales 
of $45,000,000 of furniture in 1906, which was an 
increase of 124 per cent over the preceding year. 

“To what do you attribute Chicago’s remarkable 
success in furniture manufacture?"’ was asked the 
head of a big concern, 

“Of course the location of Chicago on the lake 
where we could receive by boat at low freight rates 
all the lumber we needed,” he replied, “coupled with 
the fine transportation by railroad in all directions, 
is the direct cause, but we should not overlook the 
class of workmen we have in Chicago. We have 
always had all the men we needed and of the best 
class. This city has been peculiarly fortunate in that 
respect. While other points might at times be short 
of men we have always had all we could use at com- 

mand. This has given us in. later years a tremendous 
advantage over the smaller cities which were trying 
to compete with us. I do not think that the passing 
of oak, which seems to be at hand owing to its growing 
scarcity, as the wood of medium priced furniture, 
will have any effect in decreasing our manufactures. 
We will have to do like they have done in Europe— 
take other woods, Recent experiments have shown 
that the cheaper woods can be colored by extracting 
the sap of the newly-cut log and injecting in its place 
coloring matter which gives some véry pretty effects.

One by one the popular prejudices against arti- 
cles of food prepared in factories have given place to 
confidence due to rigid inspection by officials. 


Owing to the general adoption of pure food laws by 
most of the states in the Great Central West, Chicago 
firms were well prepared for the new National pure 
food law which went into effect the first of the year. 
They learned that they could do things in compliance 
with the law which they would have believed im- 
possible a few years ago. In the time between the 
passage of the pure food act and its going into force 
manufacturers prepared for the change in conditions 
of the interstate business. The new law was accepted 
without a murmur by all the leading firms. They pre- 
per at once to meet all of its exactions in good faith.

cago firms throughout the west indicate that the law

The general publicity of “factory-made”’ articles of 
food which the agitation for purer food laws resulted 
in giving these articles, it is said, gave them a publicity 
which could not have been obtained by years of ad- 
vertising.

Nothing could have been devised which would have 
done pure food products of Chicago more good than 
just the way everything has come out.

ago the preparation of paint ready for use was started, 
and this industry has grown until it has become the 
leading item in the business, more mixed paints 
being now sold by far than white lead and oil to the 
consumer. 

In the course of time the pioneers of the paint 
industry have been joined by the branch houses of 
concerns in other cities, and some of the latter now 
exceed in their capacity the ““home”’ plants. 

With their salesmen and office forces these paint 
companies employ about 5,000 men. Owing to the 
adoption of labor saving machinery one man can 
now do the work in paint- manufacture of four men 
a few years ago, and this has cut down the forces of 
the factories materially, compared with the pay rolls 
of concerns of equal importance in other lines of 
trade. Perhaps in no single line of business has 
there been such a general adoption of the most modern 
labor-saving appliances, and to this cause is due to 
some degree the continued pre-eminence of Chicago 
houses in the general field of paint.
